The July 12, 1965 edition of the ^Harvard Summer News", 
v/hich is published tv;ice weekly under the auspices of the Harvard 
University Summer School, contained an article captioned "12 V/ill 
Lecture At ’Teach-In’." The article stated the speakers would 
"rake the Johnson Administration over the coals in an all-night 
session in Sanders Theater", Harvard University, July l4, I 965 . 



Continuing, it stated that David A. Smith, one of the 
organizers of the "Teach-In", said that various Harvard faculty ^ 
members had been asked to defend United States policy in the Par 
East and in the Dominican Republic but had declined . Smith 
noted that several attempts had been made also to attract a State 
Department speaker to defend the Johnson Administration policy in 
the Caribbean.

^ ^ On July 13, 1965, sources one and two, who have furnished 

reliable information in the past, advised that the prime initiator 
of the scheduled "Teach-In" was the Harvard -Radcliffe Chapter, 
Students For a Democratic Society, (SDS) . 



Source one stated that the Harvard-Radcliffe Chapter, 

SDS, is the only student organization which, he understood, had 
been approved by Harvard authorities to f motion d\jring the 1965 
Summer School session. It was his understanding that Harvard 
officials had insisted that in order to function, the group should 
provide a list of individual members of the SDS willing to petition 
Harvard for authorization to function as a Harvard -approved student 
organization comprised of duly- registered students in the current 
summer school session. Together with this, the organization was 
required to submit the name of a faculty member willing to serve as 
a faculty advisor. The organization met these two basic requirements 
and was duly recognized by Harvard University, Source one stated 
Martin H, Peretz, Teaching Fellow in Government, Harvard University, 
became the faculty advisor of the group. 
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"ALL NIGHT TEACH-IN” 
HARVARD UNIVERSITY 
JULY 14, 1965 






Publicly distributed in Harvard Square, Cambridge, 
during the evening of July 13, 1965^ was a circular entitled 
"All Night Teach-In" which set out the tentative program, the 
listed speakers, and which set out excerpts of statements from 
former president Dwight D. Eisenhower, Senator Wayne Morse and 
Thomas Jefferson to answer the questions "Why didn^t the U. S. 
allow free elctions?" and "Who are we fighting against?". The 
article quoted Thomas Jefferson as follqws J "If a nation 
expects to be ignorant and free, in a state of civilization, it 
expects what never was and never will be . " 

The stated purpose of the" "Teach-In" was "To dispel 
public ignorance of our policies in Vietnam and in the Dominican 
Republic and to encourage democratic debate on those crucial 
issues are the purposes of this teach-in."

A characterization of phe May 2 Movement is set out in 
the appendix hereto. 

Sources two and three advised on July 15j 1965 that they 
understood Harvard authorities had been highly perturbed concerning 
the information set out in the above-mentioned circular that 
organizations other than the approved SDS had been listed* as 
co-sponsors of the "teach-in" and, inferentially, had no doubt 
taken part in the preparations and planning of the event itself.. 
These sources stated Harvard officials had felt that SDS had not 
kept faith with Harvard in this matter by introducing into 
"teach-in" activities organizations and individuals over whom 
Harvard has no control and who may not be held accountable to 
Harvard authorities should any unpleasant developments occur from 
the "teach-in." 
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The sources pointed out that actually no incidents had 
developed at the “teach-in", attendance at which had exceeded the 
estimates of the Harvard Community. They noted that when 
Sanders Theater was filled to capacity, the Lowell Lecture Hall 
was then opened so that the speeches could he piped into that hall. 
This latter hall was then filled to capacity also, and several 
hundred persons clamored outside each building seeking admission 
unsuccessfully, at least until a very late hour in the night or 
early morning. 

Both sources noted that proceedings had been uneventful 
and that there was no disorder, scuffles or altercations, up to 
1 ;30 a .m.

Source three stated he felt he could understand the 
concern of Harvard authorities at the introduction of various out- 
side organizations into the activities of the "'teach-in" when he 
noticed that a group, which he recalled as the Young Socialist 
Alliance, had set up a table outside the hall. On this table was 
literature for distribution, which source three felt was Young 
Socialist Alliance propaganda p ure and simple. He said that one 
person he knew at the table was I I a former Brandeis , 

University student, believed by source three to be a graduate 
student in the Boston area. This source stated he has been told 
that Harvard will protest to Steven Johnson the introduction of ^ 
such elements into the "teach-in"’ proceedings . He recalled also 
that a white male, aged approximately 50 years, clad in a blue polo 
jersey had also distributed what he felt was "leftist propaganda" 
outside Harvard buildings at the time of the "teach-in." The 
source stated he was lanable to identify the man or the literature he 
had passed out. 



A characterization of the Young Socialist Alliance is set

The source stated that Harvard University police and 
officials, had showed great concern when some individuals in the 
crowd outside the two packed halls began pounding on the doors and 
windows seeking admission. He felt that evidently Harvard personnel 
had reasoned there was a possibility that violence might develop 



and that a Harvard Dean had spoken to | |and 

Martin Peretz to calm down a situation which might assume riotous 
proportions . 
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The Harvard dean had stated there was present a potential 
for violence and pointed to the three the advantage of heading off 
any incidents leading to violence. The three then went among the 
crowd and quieted several noisy individuals. 

The third source stated he had heard the speeches of 
Staughton Lynd, Reverend Dana McLean Greeley, Howard Zinn, Norman 
Mailer, I. P. Stone and the introductory remarks of Martin Peretz, 
Chairman. The source felt that the speakers had been more than 
vehement in their denunciations of American policy in Vietnam and 
in the Dominican Republic apd had been especially vituperative in 
their comments concerning President Johnson's handling of these 
emergencies . 

In its. edition of July 15, 1965# the "Boston Herald", 
a metropolitan daily newspaper,, estimated the audience at over 
2000 persons. It quoted Chairman Martin Peretz as claiming the 
turnout "was more than twice as good as that for McGeorge'Bundy 
last month, when the special assistant to President Johnson 
defended U. S. policy in an appearance at Harvard." The article 
went on to note that "The first speakers of the evening devoted 
most of their talks to sometimes violent denunciations of 
President Johnson." 

Novelist Norman Mailer was quoted as stating "The great 
fear that lies upon America is not that Lyndon Johnson is 
privately close to insanity so much as that he is the expression 
of the near-insanity of most of us, and his need for action is 
America's need for actlpnj not brave action, but action; any 
kind of action; any move to get the motors going." 

Staughton Lynd was quoted as follows: "...if this man 

Johnson is really irresponsible and out of control there is a clear 
and present necessity that, he be removed." He described President 
Johnson’ as "vain, stubborn and parochially minded." He made the 
point also that "...individuals had a moral responsibility to 
disassociate themselves from the Vietnam war as much as possible 
to the point v^rhere a man must decide whether he will 'not serve in 
the army, not pay taxes and not work on government contracts ' . " 
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The "Harvard Summer iWews " in Its edition of July 15, 1965 
stated more than 2G00 persons had flooded Sanders Theater, Lowell 
Lecture Hail and the surrounding area the previous evening "to hear 
Norman Mailer, I. P. Stone and other speakers berate administration 
policy in Vietnam." The item identified . the first half of Mailer's 
speech as "a personal’ attack- on Johnson." 



It added that- Mailer pleaded for an end to the, Cold War. 

He claimed that the. fighting in. Vietnam is a civil war, and that 
"our intervention was unasked." Also, that "We were there in 
violation of a treaty # we were there trying tb defend countries that 
had^ in effect, already fallen.". 

Staughton Lynd, according to the article# in calling for 
the resignation was quoted as stating that ."The gossip in, the 
Washington cocktail circuit is that LBJ is going the wa;^ Of Humphrey 
Bogart in the Caine Mutiny. Lyiid said, "quoting » a friend of mine who 
worked in McGeorge Bundy’s office; He -thinks Johnson is going to fake 
an incident’." . 

article went on tp state that I. E. Stone condemned 
the emotionalism of the speakers preceding him i Stone s^Jated "But 
we can’t go before the country, vilify the President, ahd expect to 
persuade anybody." He held that ^ .^undemocratic processes have 

governed our foreign policy. For democracy to work in foreign 
affairs, the peace movement must be sensibly organized..." 



Stone called fpr "a withdrawal of American troops, a cease 
fire for 18 months or two years under the auspices of an inter- 
national commission agreeable to both sides, and then free elections 
in both North and South jVietnam, with Coimpunlsts permitted to run." 

The. news itein commented also that hundreds of persons 
on the grass around Sanders Theater trying to get in. They Were 
addressed by Howard Zinn and Banks McDowell . McDowell in his own 
speech within Sanders Theater praised the "teach-in" movement. 
Professor Howard Zinn in his speech compared President Johnson’s 
behavior with that of Alabama Governor GeOrgq Wallace and claimed 
the United States had become "a great power by ’fraud, deceit, and 
violence’,, and charged that liberal Presidents had been ’the great 
criminals’ of American history."

nuhi-!«shoH Jerusalem ^’ost" in its July 30, 1962 edition 

published a letter captioned "FBI Mislead Soblen Judge'", dated 
July 29, 1962 at Tel Aviv and signed "Martin Peretz, teaching 

in Government, Harvard, University. " This letter referred 
to the interview of Peretz published on July 29, 1962 and 
apecifically to one Hans Hirschfeld and the alleged withholding 
Of information concerniQg Hirschfeld at the Soblen trial. 
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The "Record-American", a daily Boston newspaper^ in 
its September 12 , 1962 edition carried an article 
"Death 'Commutes" Soblen's Life Term." This 
article in part read "Runaway Soviet spy Dr. Robert A. 

Soblen died yesterday in convulsions, five days after 
lapsing into a coma from a self -administered overdose 
of barbiturates, in an ambulance taking him to London 
Airport for deportation to the United States . " 

The February 9 j 1962 issue of the "Cornell Daily Sun," a 
daily student newspaper published at Cornell University, Ithaca, 

New York, contained an announcement concerning a peace march at 
Washington, D. C. from February l 6 -l 8 , 1962 . This item stated 
that student peace groups throughout the nation will participate 
and the march is being coordinated by "Turn Toward Peace," a group 
composed of persons representing organizations devoted to a 
peaceful solution of the Cold VJar. Cornell SANE is listed as the 
sponsoring group at Cornell. 

On February 12, 1962, a third source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that a meeting was held 
at Willard Straight Hall-, Cornell Campus, Friday afternoon, 

February 9^ 1962, by the Cornell Committee for a Sane Nuclear Policy 
(SANE) for the purpose of discussing this Washington peace march, 
which. was identified by the name "Student Action for a Turn Toward 
Peace, Washington Project, February I 6 -I 7 - 1962 . " This meeting 
consisted of a speech by an Individual who identified himself as 
Martin Peretz, a graduate student at Harvard University and faculty 
advisor of Yotmg Americans for Freedom at Harvard. Peretz stated 
that he was making a tour of several campuses for the purpose of 
dis.cussing this Washington peace march. He discussed the peace 
issue at quite some length and reviewed the movement's policy 
statement, which urges the United States not to resume atmospheric 
testing and not to extend nuclear arms to nations which do not 
already have them. 

Peretz gave detailed instructions as to the manner of 
dress and personal deportment while in Washington.

The April 6, i960, edition of "The New York Times" 
newspaper contained a full-page advertisement captioned 
What is Really Happening in Cuba," placed by the Pair Play 
for Cuba Committee (PPCCj . This advertisement announced 
the formation of the PPCC in New York City and declared the 
intended to promulgate "the truth about revolutionary 
Cuba to neutralize the distorted American- press* 

"The Nevf York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Seriate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, I961, 

Dr-. Charles A. Santos-Buch identified himself and Robert 
Taber as organizers of the PPCC‘, He also testified he and 
Taber obtained funds from the Cuban Government which were 
applied toward the cost of the aforementioned advertisement. 

On May 16, 1963# a source advised that during the 
first two years of the PPCC*s existence there was a struggle 
between Commrmist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers Party (SWP) 
elements to exert their power within the PPCC and thereby, 
influence PPCC policy. This source added that during the 
past year there had been a successful effort by PPCC leadership 
to minimize the role of these and other organizations in the 
PPCC so that their Influence as of May, I963 was negligible. 

The SWP has been designated pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450. 

On May 20, 1963^ a second source advised that 
Vincent Ted" Lee, PPCC National Office Director, was then 
formulating PPCC policy and had indicated that he had no 
Intention of permitting PPCC policy to be determined by oiny 
other organization. This source stated that Lee believed 
that the PPCC should advocate resumption of diplomatic 
relations between Cuba and the United States and should 
support the right of Cubans to manage their revolution 
without Interference from other nations. I^e did not 
advocate supporting the Cuba revolution per.'’se.

FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE (Cont.) 



The November 23 » 1963> edition of "The New York 
Times" reported that Senator Thomas J.- Dodd of Connecticut 
had called FPCC "the chief public relations instrument of 
the Castro network in the United States." It is to be noted 
that Senator Dodd was a member of the Senate Internal 
Security Subcommittee which twice conducted hearings on 
the FPCC.- 



' The December 2J , I 9 S 3 , edition of "The New -York 
World Telegram and Sun" newspaper stated that the pro-Castro 
FPCC was seeking to go out of business and that its prime 
activity during its lifetime had been sponsorship of pro- 
Castro street rallies and mass picket lines, and the 
direction of an active propaganda mill highlighting illegal 
travel-to-Cuba campaigns. Its comparatively brief span of 
life was attributed to mounting anti-Castro American public 
opinion, the 1962 Congressional hearings which disclosed 
FPCC financing by Castro's united Nations Delegation, and 
ultimately, the bad publicity which- the FPCC received from 
disclosure of activities on its behalf by suspected 
presidential assassin Lee H. Oswald. 

On February 6, 19^4, a third source advised that 
there had not been any FPCC activity in many months and 
that the FPCC had been dissolved. 
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INDEPENDENT SOCIALIST LEAGUE ( ISL) 
FORMERLY WORKERS PARTY (WP) 



The May 4, 1942, issue of 'Labor Action,' then 
an official publication of the Workers party (V/P), carried 
an article which reflected that the WP was formed in April, 
1940 , as a result of a split within the leadership of the 
Socialist workers Party (SWP) . The article stated that 
- when the Hitler-rStalin Pact was signed and Poland invaded, 

the minority group within the SWP, in proclaiming the formation 
of the WP, condemned the pact as being imperialistic in nature 
and stated it would not support either imperialist camp. 

"The April 25, .1949, issue of 'Labop Action' 
contained an account of the Fifth National convention of 
the WP, held March 24-27, 1949 j in New York City, which 
reflected the change of name of the organization from the 
WP to the Independent Socialist League (iSL) in order to 
emphasize the character of the group as a propaganda group 
for the spreading of socialist ideas and not as a full-fledged 
political party. 

"The July l4, 1958, issue of 'Labor Action,' an 
official publication of the ISL, contained an article 
captioned 'The ISL Program in Brief,* The article indicated: 

The ISL stands for socialist democracy and against the two 
systems of exploitation which now divide the world; 
capitalism and Stalinism. The ISL, as a Marxist movement, 
looks to the working class and its ever-present struggle as 
the basic progressive force in society. The ISL is organized 
to spread the ideas of socialism in the labor movement and 
among all other sections of the people. There can be no 
lasting and genuine democracy without socialism and there 
can be no socialism without democracy. ' 

"The September 22, 1958, issue of 'Labor Action* 
contained an undated statement signed by the Political 
Committee of the ISL which Indicated that the ISL had been 
dissolved.^ The statement urged former ISL members to join 
the Socialist Party - Social Democratic Federation.

Date of report Oct. 18, I965 

On Saturday Oct, 16 , I965 the Committee For The 
Fifth Avenue Vietnam Peace Parade, he^d such a parade down 
fifth Ave. from 94th St. to 68th. 

The marchers went down to 69th St, then east to 3rd 
Ave. then north to 68th then West, where the speakers platform 
atop of a car equipped with a loud speakers system, was stopped 
between Lexington Ave. & Park Ave, in front of Hunter College. 

According to a Police official the marchers numbered 
about 8,000 people, but the chairman of the Parade, and the one 
who opened the speaking end of the parade and introduced the 
speakers quoted as 25,000 to 30,000 people in the line of 
march and still marching as of 4 P.M, to 4;30 P.M, 

This Peace demonstration was sponsored by all the Peace 
organization in the City, who not necesarily agreeing with one 
another on policy or how to end the war in Viet Nam, nevertheless 
for the purpose of this parade have all agreed that the slogan 
and and theme was to be '‘Stop The War in Vietnam Now", 

Slogans, banners, placards etc, carrying the above 
slogans were very much in evident as were many vocal outbursts 
by the marchers. 

There v/ere -also varios grotesque figures depicting the 
brutal monster representing the U.S. and tall skinny figuss, and 
sickly underfed carricatures representing Viet Nam,' 

Pro traits of Vietnamese women carrying small children 
and fleeingnrfom the U.S, soldiers and away from the Napham 
gas and Areial bombings of their villages.. 

At the end of the March people crowed into 68th to 
await the speakers, in the meantime they were entertained by folk 
singers, guitar players, both Negro and white. 

The sound system from the microphones were not working 
and the speaker apoligized for the long delay and blamed it on 
Commisoner NEWBOLD MORRIS of the Parks dept, who refused them a 
permit to use the Mall in Central Park, and this was sustained 
by the Courts, 

Young girls sang and played guitars also, followed by 
a lone woman singer, accompanied also by a guitarist. 



In the meantime and from of the March Anti-groups were 
very much in evident, they too carried banners with such slogans 
as "Win in Viet Nam", and "Had our Fathers acted toward Hitler 
this way. Where vmld we be today" and "Better Red Than Bead", 
and "Treason" etc. 

These Anti-pickets shouted as the marches walked along 
the entire route, keeping in stcide with them and even when the 
parade ended on 68th they continued to shut insults. 

When the speakers began to talk this continued so much 
so that when the Chairman introduced the first speaker, as a 
man of 80 yrs, or older, and who was associated with the peace 
movement most of his life, A.J,' MUSTE, the Anti pickets booed 
and yelled and drowned out his words, but when he was able to 
be heard he urged these Anti Pickets to remain 'silent as a 
sign of respect unde the Constitution which guarantees free- 
dom of speach even tHough they do not agree with him. 

But this did not silence the Anti pickets, and they 
continued to interrupt until the marchers sang satigs to drown 
out their boos and catcalls* 

Later on this Anti picket group was escorted toward 
Park Ave. by the police, and they could be heard from that area 
from time to time. 

In the audience among the marchers were young boys 
and girls, old women, old men, mothers and fathers with small 
children in baby carriages, beatniks type boys and .girls, sloppy 
dressed long hair, beards, Negro and White Chineese, Indian 
people (India), & well dressed people. 

Photographers, newsman, T.V, stations N.B.'C., AoB.C, 
reporters hundreds of police, plainclothesmen etc. 

The marchers were enclosed in Police barricades and 
anyone outside of these barricades were ordered to move on. 
Hunter College area was crowded with the Marchers, Press, etc. 

A few people had red paint spattered over them, JIM 
TORMEY a member of the Communist Party was one of these, as was 
a Press Photographer^' 

Following is a list of the speakers, A^J, MUSTE, 

I.F, STONE, a young Puerto Rican girl who spoke and urged in 





strong revolutiorscy tones the Puerto Rico be granted its freedom 
and Independence. 

A Puerto Rican by the name of VALENTIN, who was 
defeated in the recent primary, also spoke in strong, emphatic, 
and deliberate tones, and urged that the U.S',' get of Vietnam 
and compared that situation with the U.S. policy in the Civil 
Rights- struggle in Alabama and Mississippi. 

Another youth from Columbia College DAVID GILBERT 
spoke very forcebly about our intervention in Santo Domingo and 
Vietnam. 



He also spoke about the Suciest sugar barons who 
foimiulated certain policies and are' holding influential position 
to maintain these policies, 

A Negro, who ^ust returned from Africa only last night, 
and as he said he has been in contact with people l 50 lding 
official positions in every section of Africa, said that our 
actions in Viet Nam will have strong reprecussions among the 
Africian people, and can only lead to' wider misunderstandings, 
between our Country and Africa, 

Another young Negro youth from the Mississippi Party, 
by the name of MARTIN, also spoke and condemned the U.S. 
intervention in Viet Nam and the current condtions in Mississippi 
and Alabama, 

Some of the people gathered near the speakers plat- 
form were MIMI PRIEDLANDER, former Bronx County Organizer, 

JOE BRANDT of the "Worker” staff, MIKE DAVIDOW reporter for the 
"Worker", JIM TORMEY, PAULA from the Bronx. 

About 6 P.M. the speaker said that they were still 
having trouble with the sound system, from the beginning it was 
not working properly and the technicians were constantly working 
on it, and there would be only two or three more speakers because 
they were using an auxiliary sound system and the batteries would 
soon go dead, he urged them to be brief. 

Leaflets were distributed at this point, one of which 
stressed the Nov. 27 March on Washington and urged an attendance 
much larger than this.

The ’’Guide to Subversive Organizations and Publications., ” 
revised and published as of December 1, 1961, prepared and released 
by the Committee on Un-Atiierican Activities, United States House of 
Representatives, Washington, DaCo,j contains the following concerning 
the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee; 



’’Emergency Civil Liberties Committee 

”lo - *The Emergency Civil Liberties Committee is an 
organization with headquarters in New York, whose 
avowed purpose is to abolish the House Committee pn 
Un-American Activities and discredit the IBI. 

The Committee finds that the Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee, established in 1951, although representing 
itself as a noai-Communist group, actually operates as 
a front for the Communist Party o It has repeatedly 
assisted, by means of funds and legal aid. Communists 
involved in Smith Act violations and similar legal 
proceedings. One of its chief activities has been and 
still is the dissemination of voluminous .Communist 
propaganda material.® 

‘Frank Wilkinson was called as a witness when he appeared 
in Atlanta as a representative of the Emergency Civil 
Liberties Committee to propagandize against the Committee 
on Un-American Activities and to protest its hearings. 

In 1956, Wilkinson was identified as a Communist Party 
member by a former FBI undercover agent within the party. 
Summoned at that time to answer the allegation, his . reply 
to all questions was, ”I answering no qu^tions of this 
committee.’’ TSfis also became“his stock reply to questions 
when he appeared during the Atlanta hearings, 

Wilkinson has since been convicted of contempt of Congress 
and sentenced to one year in jail. ® 

•Disputing the non-Cpmmunist claim of the organization, 
the committee finds that a number of other individuals 
connected with the ECLC also have been identified under 
oath as Communists. ®

A second source has advised that the founding^ 
Convention for the new youth organization was held from^Jtlne 19- 
21, 1964, at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, Sah Francisco, Cal4;fornia, 
at which time the name WoEiB, DuBois. Clubs of America (DCA)' was 
adopted,. Approximately 5Q0 delegates . from throughout the IJnit’ed 
States attended this convention. The aims of this organization, 
as set forth in the preamble to the constitution, are, ”It' is' 
our belief that this nation can best solve its problems in an 
atmoebfi^ie of peaceful coexistence, complete disarmament and" 
true freedom for all peoples of the world, and that these 
solutions will be reached mainly through the united efforts 
of all democratic elements in. our country, composed essentially 
of the working people allied in the unity of Negroes and other 
minorities with whites. We further fully recognise that the 
greatest threat to American democracy comes from the racist and 
right-wing forces in coalition with the most reactionary sections 
of the economic power structnire, using tbe tool of anti- 
communism to divide and destroy tbe unified struggle of the 
working people. As young people in the forces struggling for 
democracy, we shall actively strive to defeat these reactionary 
and neo-fascist elements and to achieve complete freedom and 
democracy for all Americans, thus enabling each individual to 
freely choose and build the society he would wish to live in. 
Through these struggles we feel the American people will 
realize the viability of the socialist alternative,”

Camp Midvale, New Jersey, in June, 1965, and following hfs 
election as Chairman of the DCA, attended another national 
CP cadre youth conference held on September 9-12,1965, on a 
farm located in Northern Indiana, according to a fourth source) j 
Director of Publicity Carl Elienger Bloice (who was elected to 
the San Francisco County Committee CP in April, 1964, according 
to a fifth source); Educational Director Matthew "Dynamite” 
Haliinan (who, in June, 1964, was stated to be the Youth 
Representative on the Northern California CP District Board , 
according to a sixth source); Organizational Secretary 
Terence *'Kayo” Haliinan (who, according to a seventh source, 
met in June, 1965, with the District Staff of the Illinois CP 
.to discuss the proposed DCA Midwest Staff of the Illinois CP to
